“Not Trying to Alibi.” 

“I want it understood,” said Dr. 

omberger, “that I am not trying to 
alibi for the farm board in not be- 
ing able to afford relief. It is mani- 
festly unfair for any organization, 
public or private, to come in at the 
eleventh hour, I might say the elev- 
enth hour and fifty-ninth minute, and 
expect relief when the tobacco crop 
is actually being moved into the 
markets. The practical suggestion 
urged here is for the committee you 
might appoint to go to Florence to 
find out if you can hitch up with 
them. Under the law that authorizeé 
the farm board to make loans it says 
the Joan shall be made only in con- 
formity with the policies of the board 
and to such organizations as have 
been constructed to insure the safe- 
ty of the loans.” 


“Would it be possible,” asked Com- 
missioner Talmadge, “for  redryinzg 
plants to have loans made on them?” 
This query coming when the sugges- 
tion had been made that the crop be 
stored to await a more advantageous 
buying period. 


“If you have bonded warehouses,” 
replied Dr. Bomberger, “I believe you 
could borrow from commercial banks, 
The farm board can deal only in co- 
operative marketing.”

Market To Remain Open. 


Discussion of the likelihood of good 
arising from the stopping of the mar- 
kets, pulling all grades off the mar- 
ket right now and waiting one month, 
say, while the crop was stored before 
opening again, caused the question to 
be asked if buyers could be compelled 
to return to the market and pur- 
chase the supply. This being apparent- 
ly impossible, the matter of stopping 
the market was dropped.

Hardman-Carswell 


Attacked by Rivers 


ROME, Ga., Aug. 4.—(Special.)— 
For four years the people of Georgia 
have been without knowledge of what 
is going on in the state capitol due 
to a rigid censorship imposed by Gov- 
ernor Hardman and Grorge Carswell, 


his political henchman, EK. D. ttivers, 
candidate for governor, declared here 
Monday night. 

“Under the strict censorship im- 
posed by the Hardmaxn-Carswell ad- 


ministration to mask their political 
| intrigues, the people of Georgia have 
no means whatever of learning what 
goes on in the affairs of this state,”’ 
said Mr. Rivers. 

“The gentlemen of the press are 
accredited representatives of the peo- 
ple. In their contact with the chief 
executive, they offer the quickest, 
surest medium of expression through 
which the head of a government can 
communicate to the peuple his poli- 
cies, actions and plans. From earliest 


days, recognition of this principle by 
the White House has been evidenced 
in frequent conferences with the 
newspapermen. 

“Yet I find, upon investigation, that 
news writers assigned to the _ state 
capitol are denied admittance to the 
overnor’s office. Not only from At- 
anta papers, but from out-of-town 
dailies and the Associated Press. They 
are forced to depend for their news 
items upon statements issued at long 
intervals by the goverror. It  de- 
veloped that frequently ;eriods up to 
three months’ duration have elapsed 
Curing which none of these gentlemen 
had even seen the governor, much less 
questioned him on: behalf of the peo- 
ple. Do not take my word; ask the 
newspapermen. 

“Such practices indicate a degree 
of secrecy, a virtual muzzling of the 
press, for which there can. be no 
legitimate reason. If the president of 
this country recognizes the right of 
the people to know through the col- 
umns of the press what is going for- 
ward in affairs of the state, then the 
governor of Georgia has no right to 
withhold similar information from the 
citizens of this state.

SLUSH FUND CHARGE 
DENIED BY SLATON 


Compares Conduct of _ 
Campaign With That of 
Senator Harris. 


In a radio talk Monday night, for- 
mer Governor John M. Slaton replied 
to “slush fund” charges of Senator 
W. J. Harris, whom he is opposing 
for re-election, hy comparing the ex-! 
penses of his campaign with those of 
Harris. 

He sharply criticized Senator Har- 
ris for using his government frank to 
send out campaign literature. 


In discussing his subject, which he 
announced as “Harris, High "Taxes 


and Hard Times,” he reviewed the 
various attacks he has made on Sen- 


wound up by predicting that he would 
meet the same fate as other senators 
who have been defeated throughout 
the country this year. 


In discussing campaign expenses, 
he said: 3 

“Before discussing the subject, 
‘Harrts, High Taxes and Hard 
Times,’ I wish to reply to the charge 
of Senator Harris that I am spend- 
ing large sums in an attempt to buy 
a seat in the United States senate. 
I would not have that office or any 
other if I had to buy it. 

“IT have a campaign headquarters in 
the Kimball House. Senator Harris 
has a campaign headquarters in the 
Piedmont hotel. 1 have presented my 
candidacy to the people in newspa- 
per advertisements and have paid for 
them at the regular rates. Senator 
Harris has presented his candidacy in 
newspaper advertisements and _ has 
asked the newspapers to publish them 
at reduced rates on the ground that 
he is ‘a poor man.’ Yet I have be- 
fore me a letter signed by him in 
which he states that his family have 
‘large property interests.’ 

“[ have sent letters and campaign 
literature through the mail direct 
to voters. I have paid for the sta- 
tionery, paid for the printing, and 
paid for the postage, also paid the 
salaries of the clerical force at head- 
quarters. Senator Harris has sent 
letters and campaign literature 
through the mail direct to voters. He 
has used stationery furnished him by 
the government free of charge, has 
used extracts from the Congressional 
Record published in Washington by 
the government, and has used his sen- 
atorial frank instead of paying pos- 
tage. He even used his frank to ship 
typewriters from his senatorial office 
in Washington to his campaign head- 
quarters in Atlanta. He has a cler- 
ical force whose salaries are paid by 
the government. 


“There is now a deficit of $50,- |

A. P. Brantley, south Georgia 
business leader, holds that the low 
prices offering for Georgia tobacco 
are largely due to the refusal of its 
growers to properly grade and tie 
their product before offering “it on 
the waréhouse floors for sale. 

Today we produce the opinion of 
J. C. Roberson, of this city, who 
claims 17 years’ experience, and 
corroborates the opinion of Mr. 
Brantley. There is wide debate be- 
tween growers and buyers over the 
question of grading and tying of 
tobacco leaf, and it is likely to be 
won by the one side or the other 
after demonstrative experience. 

Soon the North Carolina, Virginia 
and east Tennessee bright tobacco 
crops will be on sale aml because 
the general practice in those states 
is to tie and prior grade each to- 
bacco offering, the prices that will 
be obtained in those markets com- 


ipared with those now ruling for the 


Georgia crop will go far to settle the 
contention. 

If the prices offered for the tied 
and graded crops in North Carolina 
and Tennessee are no better than 
those now offered in Georgia, our 
tobacco growers will be authorized 
to believe that tying and grading 
are unnecessary trouble and expense 
to them. 

If, on the other hand, uniformly 
better prices are given to those 
growers who grade and tie, the 
Georgia growers will either have to 
adopt the grade and tie practice, or

Napoleonic unsettledness a new state 
had been created. In this state*were 
included a few millions of French- 
speaking Walloons. The state was 
called the United Kingdom of the 
Netherlands. The Walloons were not 
happy in this estate in which they 
were in the minority. They looked 
to France. They hoped for the day 
when they would be reunited with 
their motherland. Aided and abetted 
by powerful French interests, they 
worked for a revision of the arrange- 
ment that had lumped them into the 
new state. In 1830 they staged a 
rebellion. Their intention was ‘to 
break away and join France. The 
rebellion was a failure until a French 
army came to their aid. Before this 
superior force the king withdrew into 
the north Netherlands and submitted 
the question to the powers. The 
powers, fearing that the power of 
France might be augmented to a point 
where it would disturb the European 
balance, did not permit the Walloon 
provinces to join their mother country. 
Again a new state was created. Its 
name was Belgium. Dutch-speaking 
provinces were added to this state to 
round out a kingdom. And so the 
Flemings were separated from their 
stock in Holland and the Walloons 
from theirs in France. Then began 
the struggle for hegemony between 
the two nationalities. Little Holland 
dared not interfere on behalf of its 
brethren. But France, on the other 
side, supported her kindred. The re- 
sult has been a hundred years of 
systematic uprooting of Flemish cul- 
ture and character. The Flemings 
were to be made French. The Teu- 
tonic element was to he eradicated 
from the new state. Official Bel- 
gium, even now hardly more than a 
French vassal state, rejoiced over 
100 years’ success in this undertaking.

After explaining the objects 
of the meeting, Chairman Harrison 
called on Professor Campbell, of Ath- 
ens, to explain the exact plan of or- 
ganization. The necessity for concert- 
ed action was furthér emphasized by 
J. William Firor, head of the division 
of agricultural economics, State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, Athens. He was 
followed by the four district demon- 
stration agents who explained the 
character of diversification that is 
taking place in the state. These vary- 
ing aspects of agriculture were local- 
ized into 16 belts or sections which, 
on the whole, presented a complete 
picture of Georgia’s agricultural prog- 
ress and the needs for further im- 
provement. 

President Graham, of the Bankers’ 
Association, described the Floyd coun- 
ty plan & detail and explained its 
suitability for statewide adoption. 


H. Lane Young, of Atlanta, who is

It has very 
often proved a great mistake to have 
too definite ideas regarding the cot- 
ton crop during the month of July 
and we cannot help but wonder if 
this pons is an exception, Is it not _ 
possible that droughty conditions in 
the Mississippi valley and southwest 
might net bring about a price of 15¢ 
or more as easily as favorable condi- 
tions there from now. on a price of 
10e? In other words, are there not 
two sides to the picture and has not 
the trade focused its entire attention 
on only one? 

Although prices for cotton goods 
are alreardy on a 10c¢ cotton 
the buyer continues skeptical and so 
curtailment must be continued until 
October at least. We cling to our 
opinion that August sales will show 
some improvement over July just as 
July did over June. If we ever should 
get 10¢ cotton, one can count on a 
big business, but for a really big busi- 
ness we may have to wait until that 
price is actually reached or until it 
is made clear that it is not going to 
be. Dealers’ stocks, generally speak- 
ing, are at starvation point, and such 
a state of affairs can easily be car- 
ried to excess. This 10c cotton idea 
has become an obsession and obses- 
—— are not always healthy states of 
mind.

Share . prices, which had declined 
during the forenoon, bounded upward 
as wheat soared 4 cents a bushel and 
final quotations in a ‘wide assortment 
of issues were 2 to 6 points net 
higher. 

Until bulls staged their demonstra- 
tion the markct was only a repetition 
of the dull sessions of late last week, 
and even with the belated rally the 
turnover was the second smallest in 
more than two years. totalling only 
1,201,800 shares.. Sales in the last 
50 minutes exceeded the entire volume 
of last Saturday. | 

Wall Street heard some alarming 
reports from the grain belt, still grip- 
ped by the drouth. While some of 
these were saying that expert crop 
statisticians had declined to estimate 
the damage done since their recent es- 
timates of losses were compiled, the 


head of the National Grange was in- 


forming President Hoover of the se- 
riousness of the situation and traders 
on the Chicago pit were bidding up 
wheat and corn. The former grain 
closed 3 3-4 cents higher while corn 
showed advances of 2 3-4 to 3 5-8. 
Speculators for the rise put a bull- 
ish interpretation on this news. 
Bringing forward some of the old pool 
favorites, such as Radio, they placed 
buying orders throughout the list of 
stocks. Covering shorts found the 
market thin and prices rose rapidly. 
There was some mildly constructive 
news. Resumption of automobile pro- 
duction in Detroit after the vacation 
shutdowns stimulated sentiment, and 
additional support was forthcoming in 
the announcement that steel opera- 


tions in the Youngstown district were 
improving. Republic Steel’s July or- 
ders exceeded the June total. 

Optimistic bulls had been pleased 
by the market’s ability more than to 
hold its own during the recent dull 
trading, pointing out that its action 
gave notice of a strong technical posi- 
tion. Prominent stocks were support- 
ed in the sluggish selling of the morn- 
ing and were moved forward briskly 
when the rally started. 

American Telephone was a leader, 
mounting 6 points in fulfillment of ex- 
pectations that an*advance would fol- 
low completion of the new financing. 
Diamond Match was the day’s individ- 
ual feature, soaring to a new high of 
240 and closing 12 points up. Shares 
like v. S. Steel, Am#rican Can, Allied 
Chemical, Consolidated Gas, Johns

FEDERAL PROBATION 


SYSTEM IS EXPANDED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4-—(UN)— 
Expansion of the federal probation 
system under appropriations passed by 
the last session of congress was &n- 
nounced tonight by the justice de 
partment. 

To the nine probation officers now 
serving the federal district courts the 
department is adding 45. This will 
give probation service in 44 federal 
judicial districts in 32 states. No 
appointments can be made in the other 
states until new appropriations are 
made. 

Probation officers are assigned by 
the court to keep a watchful eye over 
prisoners convicted of a crime, but 
not committed to prison. Judges 
place many on probation rather than 
send them to jail where the confining 
experience might work permanent 
harm to the individual. 

“It is estimated that the cost of 
custody of 100 prisoners in penal in- 
stitutions is about $25,000 a year,” 
the department said. “A single pro- 
bation officer at an expense of less 
than $4,000 a year would be able to 
supervise an equal number of selected 
first offenders on probation. This 
would amount to a considerable sav- 
ing to_the treasury and at the same 
time the person placed on probation 
and under the supervision of a pro- 
bation officer will be permitted to be 
a productive citizen and would also 
be severed from the influence of prison 
service.”

For centuries the Huicholes have 
lived undisturbed in the wild interior 
of Nayarit, constantly moving about 
in search of escape from death, which 
they fear more than do any other 
tribe or people in Mexico. 

When one of their number dies 
they abandon their crops and flee to

some other place, thinking thus to 
evade a repetition of the event. 

Aguirre, who found the Huicholes 
a friendly, hospitable people, said that 
while they worship some of the Chris- 
tian saints they look to the sun as 
their god and pray to it. 

When a Huichole brave has proved 
himself capable of tilling a parcel of 
land he is permitted to wed. He may 
have as many wives as he can sup- 
port. the average number being four. 

The husband goes out of his way to 
respect and treat his wives well, 
Aguirre explained. At meal time his 
wives sit on their haunches in a circle 
about him, offering tortillas and chile 
they have prepared for him, and to 
avoid hurting the feelings of any one, 
the brave eats an equal amotnt of the 
food offered by each. 

There are times, Aguirre said, when 
a husband wishes to dispose of one 
of his wives. In such cases he talks 
to her kindly, explaining that he no 
longer wishes her in his entourage, 
then goes out to find a new home for 


her. 

When he finds another brave who 
is willing to add her to his household 
he offers her in trade, accepting 
usually a horse, an ox or a burro, ac- 
cording to the value he attaches to her. 

The Huicholes live in caves and are 
a happy people, apart from their fear 
of death. 

Eduardo Noguera, archaeologist ar- 
riving here from northern Vera Cruz, 
said that traces of several ancient 
civilizations had been found in a new- 
lv diseovered archaeological zone 
about 27 miles south of Tampico. 

The zone, he said, is rich in pyra- 
mids entirely overgrown with vegeta- 
tion, the structures showing definite 
signs of Toletcan and Mayan civiliza- 
tions,
